The upshot was an economy on 
sounder ground than in a number of 
years, presaging better business in 
1983 than was generally perceived in 
the waning days of 1982.

While first quarter 1983 showed 
betterment along the lines the 
cautiously optimistic Babson 
forecast had envisioned, the 
business upturn seemed: tentative 
and offered no hint of the impending 
surge of economic vitality.

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Food here |sales tax 


for poor

Four months are left, in a $50 
million program that was designed 
to feed hungry residents in Illinois. 
Despite a great need for this type of 
program in the state, it is not going 
as well as was hoped. 

Under a federal jobs bill passed 
last spring, money was appropriated 
to buy: food for distribution to soup 
kitchens throughout the state. About 
161,000 cases of meats, fruits and 
vegetables were purchased and 
stored in a Fox Industries 
warehouse in the Granite Gity- 
Madison area 

OF THOSE cases, only about half 
have been distributed to soup kit- 
chens in the past eight months. 

“We've liad several phone calls in 
the past couple of days from people 
in your neck of the woods (Granite 
City) who were first hearing about 
the program,” said Carole Halicki, 
special assistant to U.S. Rep. Robert 
Miehel (R-Peoria). ‘But there are & 
lot of.agencies that are aware of the 
program and that are using the sup- 
plies. 

“Maybe the reason the program is 
moving a little slowly is because 
food pantries are not eligible to 
receive the food. But other agencies 
that distribute food free of charge to 
hungry people are being urged to 
contact their congressman and get 
hooked up with the program.”* 

SHE SAID the food supplies in- 
clude 14 different items that range 
from “applesauce to canned tuna” 
and that the supplies are boxed in 
large quantities. The food distribu- 
tion is handled by the Illinois 
Department of Public Aid 

Other than being distributed to 
soup Kitchens, the food has been 
received by agencies running nutri- 
tion programs for the elderly, meals 
on wheels programs, and church 
groups providing food for the hungry 
after they attend services. 

In late March, any food left over 
from the program will be turned 
over to the Illinois Board of Educa- 
tion. Miss Halicki said the food will

Many changes are in store for 
Quad-Cityans and other Mlinois 
residents at the start of the new 
year of 1984, Including a tax 
break on food and drug purchases 
and a tax hike on other products. 

All local .esidents will pay 2 
cents less tax on the dollar for 
their food and drug purchases 
than at present 

Quad-City residents, though, 
will have to pay one cent more 
per dollar for non-food items than 
now, due to a tax hike on con- 
sumer goods and prepared foods. 
The state portion of the general 
sales tax will rise from 4 to 5 
cents. 

In Granite City the grand total 
will climb from 6 to 7 cents for 
each sales dollar. 

MADISON, Venice and 
other Quad-City areas, the 
changes will mean a 1%-cent tax 
(currently 3% cents). on the 
dollar for food- and drugs and a 
6¥4-cent tax (currently 544 ‘cents) 
on each dollar spent for non-food 
items. 

‘There is a one-cent municipal 
and county sales tax, depending 
‘on the location of the sale inside 
or outside city limits, and ‘the 
mass transit district has a Y4-cent 
tax a 

Granite City also imposes an 
added %4-quarter cent city sales 
tax 

‘The tax changes are the result 
of the state’s effort to reduce 
grocery and drug costs for low 

and elderly citizens, 
while 
its tax revenue on other types of 
sales. 

Effective Jan. 1, the state will 
have given up all of its tax on food 
and drug purchases, with the re- 
maining tax on those items going 
ito city and county groups. 

IN GRANITE CITY, the 2-cent 
food tax breaks down to 1% going 
to the city and a %4-cent going to

Compliance snag 
at sewage plant

The Granite City Wastewater 
Treatment Plant violated state en- 
vironmental standards by 
depositing an unacceptable level of 
suspended solids into the Chain of 
Rocks Canal on Christmas Day. 
Plant Superintendent Terry 
McMillan expects several more 
days of non-compliance to follow due 
to the failure of aging equipment and 
because of a yet unsolved 
mechanical problem, possibily caus- 
ed by the severe weather. 
THE DEC. 25 violation lasted less 
than a 24-hour period, according to 


the superintendent, who has cam- 
paigned for multi-million dollar 
repairs to the plant. 

‘Two independent engineering 
studies and a state evaluation also 
call for extensive repairs. 

The latest problems occur as the 
city is involved in delicate negotia- 
tions with the Metro-East Sanitary 
District, the Madison County - 
Sanitary Sewer Committee and Glen 
Carbon to link those entities to the 
local sewage treatment plant, 
designed as a regional facility.

Law protects hunters but not if trespassing 


It is now a crime to interfere with 
the activities of lawful hunters, 
anglers and trappers. But this does 
not affect the right of private lan- 
downers to control access to their 
property, according to Mike Conlin, 
Department of Conservation Fish 
and Wildlift Division chief. 

The law was signed by Gov. James 
Thompson, Aug. 29. Since it went in- 
to effect, some farmers and private 
landowners have expressed concern 
that the law would prevent them 
from ejecting persons who trespass 
on their property to hunt, fish or 
trap. ; 

“The key word in the new Illinois 
law is lawful,” Conlin explained. 
‘The hunter harassment legislation 
makes it illegal to harass or impede 
hunters, fishermen or trappers who 
are lawfully pursuing their sport. 

“The state fish and wildlife code 
states that it is illegal for a hunter, 
trapper or angler to go onto private 
propery without first securing per- 
mission from the landowner. A 
trespasser, therefore, is not acting 


in a lawful manner and is not pro- 
tected by the law. An effort to eject 
persons who are unlawfully on one’s 
property is not hunter harassment 
under this law.”’ 

It-is aimed primarily at persons 
who deliberately set out to disrupt or 
impede lawful hunting, fishing and 
trapping activities on public lands 
by destroying duck blinds, 
spreading human hair in prime hun- 
ting’areas or engaging in other ac- 
tivities that disrupt a sportsman’s 
recreational pursuits. The law 
makes hunter harassment a Class C 
misdemeanor, punishable by a fine 
of up to $500 and/or up to 30 days im- 
prisonment. 

Ifthe guilty party has previously 
been ordered by a peace officer to 
cease such conduct, conviction on a 
Class B misdemeanor may be ob- 
tained. A person convicted of a Class 
B misdemeanor can be sentenced to 


up to six months in prison and/or fin- ~ 


ed up to $500. 


‘The hunter harassment law in Il- 


linois is similas to laws currently in 


effect in several other states. 

Conlin said he knows of no in- 
stances in which private landowners 
have been accused of hunter harass- 
ment for telling trespassers to leave.

County government to run several | 
Economic Opportunity programs

Pending state approval, Madison 
County will assume control of two 
more programs previously ad- 
ministered by the Economic Op- 
portunity Commission. 

‘The County Board last week over- 
whelmingly approved taking over 
the home weatherization program 
and the surplus commodities pro- 
gram. 

Officials from the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Commerce and Community 
Affairs started looking for an agency 
to take over the programs last week. 
The county is expected to easily gain 
state approval 

The county is also currently at- 
tempting to accept responsibility for 
operating the Head Start and Foster 
Grandparents programs, both 
federally-funded and formerly 
directed by the EOC. 

All EOC programs were recently 
shut down because of EOC cash flow 
and other problems. 

County Board Chairman Nelsor 
Hagnauer said he would meet with 
members of the EOC ad hoc commit- 
tee and county grants committee to 
discuss arrangements for the county 
to run several programs. 

The EOC, currently under in- 
vestigation, closed its office three 
weeks ago after running out o! 
money. Its assets were frozen by the 
Bank of Alton because of an unpaid 


+ $250,000 loan. 


The action by the board was the 
latest county move to rescue pro- 
grams which were administered by 
the EOC prior to its closing 

One former EOC program, the Il- 
linois Home Energy Assistance 
Prgram, has already been awarded 
to the county by the state. 

‘The county’s Community Develop- 
ment office is operating the energy 
program, which provides financial 
aid on utility bills. 

The Community Development of- 
fice will also administer the 
weatherization program, which pro- 
vides low-income persons an op- 
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portunity to receive items such as in- 
sulation and storm windows at no 
cost. Hagnauer said the program 
should be in operation before March. 

The commodities distribution pro- 
gram will be operated by the coun- 
ty’s Emergency Services and 
Disaster Assistance Program. 

‘The county unofficially became in- 
volved in the commodities program 
this month because officials wanted 
to be sure the free food was 
distributed to needy residents before 
Christmas. 

Hagnaur said the county was in- 
formed by the state’s attorney’s of- 
fice that it could distribute com- 
modities on a ‘‘volunteer basis” with 
no liability to assume official control 
of the program. 

However, Hagnauer said, it was 
the county’s intention all along to 
eventually assume responsibility for 
the commodities program as well as 
the weatherization program. 

“We are thinking about the people 
who need the help,"’ Hagnauer said 
of the county’s efforts. ‘I have con- 
fidence we can get the job done.” 

Hagnauer said he is optimistic 
that the county can take over the 
Head Start program and get it back 
into operation by the first week of 
January. 


“This is a federal program, so. we 
haven't been.involved with.much of 
this,” Hagnauef said. 

“We'll just. .down and try to 
cooperate wil m (the EOC ad 
hoe.committee) on the programs. It 
will depend on what they recom- 
ment, > | 

“We just wait to get those kids 
back in school." a 

The’ EOC “ad. hoc committee 
members were recently appointed in 
an attempt to save the agency and 
its programs. 

Hagnauer said there would be no 
federal représentatives at the 
meeting. 

Hagnauer added that if the EOC 
ever rebounds from its recent woes, 
the county would still retain control 
over the programs it acquires from 
the agency. + 

A recent state audit of the EOC 

revealed almost $1 million in ques- 
tionable expenditures. The FBI and 
the Illinois Division of Criminal In- 
vestigation ate looking into the 
financial matters of the EOC...

Agency that, despite the recent and 
anticipated future violations, fhe 
situation should have no significant 
environmental impact.

The plant currently accepts 
residential and industrial sewage 
from Granite City and selected 
Madison County areas. 

The equipment failure follows By 
emergency authorization by the. 
Granite City Council to spend $10,000 
for temporary repairs to two drive 
trains that move traveling bridges. 
The bridges remove solid waste, 
called sludge, from partially treated 
sewage. 

THE BRIDGES have been the 
source of continual problems at the 
plant. The failure. of both bridges 
was responsible for the non- 
compliance. 

The 80-foot-wide bridges, located 
in the plant’s final clarifier unit, act 
to collect solid waste through suction 
and to plow the sludge along a 200- 
foot-long tank. 

Suction equipment on the bridges 
was still functioning to treat sludge 
to some extent, until cold weather 
caused a ‘strange’ and “unex- 
plainable’”’ scraping of the massive 


suction arms along the bottom of the 
tank. a 


THE TWO damaged arms had ‘to 
be removed, and the plant 
superintendent now hesitates’ to 
operate the remaining arms during 
periods of severe weather. « 

‘McMillan can only speculate, om 
whether freezing groundwater caus 
ed the tank bottom to rise or steel in

Repairs to one of the bridge drives 
had been two-thirds completed when 
the scraping problem appeared on:

_ “There is a recovery going on in the steel business 
‘but you need a magnifying. gtags to see it,” ac- 
cording to steel analyst David Healy of the Drexel 
Burnham Lambert securities firm in New York. 

Fortunately, as has been traditional, National 
Steel Corporation and Granite City Steel are per- 

* forming well above steel producers’ average. But, 
as the analyst says, steel is not in the best of shape 
as 1983 ends and 1984 approaches. 

Staggering from their biggest losses in history in 
1982, America’s steelmakers slowed the flow of red 
ink this year, aided by lower labor costs, wiser plan- 
ning and limited import “dumping” protection. 

‘With the worldwide economic recession a major 
factor, domestic steel firms lost $3.5 billion in 1982, a 
record. Losses for 1983 are expected to total $2 
billion, an improvement but far from what is essen- 
tial for continued viability.

Public hearings scheduled on civic center programs * 


The Illinois Department of Com- 
merce and Community Affairs 
(DCCA) will host a-series of public 
hearings throughout the state on the 
civic center support program. The 
department will submit a report of 
the hearings’ findings to the gover- 
nor by Feb. 1, 1984. 

DCCA operates the Metropolitan 
Civic Center Support Program 
which has subsidized the construc- 
tion of several large civic and con- 
vention centers in the state.

economic activity tempered 
.somewhat in the final two quarters 
of the year. 

In ‘the third quarter, real GNP ad- 
vanced at an annual rate of nearly 8 
percent, and our. estimate for the 
final 1983 quarter is on the order of a 
5\4 percent gain. 

While the distinct deceleration is 
viewed with discomfort in some 
citcles, Babson’s feels that the throt- 
tling down of the rate of business ad- 
vance from the lofty 9.7 percent pace 
of the second quarter was a good 
sign.! i 

THE SLOWER TEMPO renders 
the economic uptrend sustainable 
for a longer period of time than 

’ might have been the case had the 
convulsive upward vault last spring 
been succeeded by equally forceful 
advances, 

Sueh a scenario would have meant 
an overheated economy with resul- 
tant dangerous strains-on the na- 
tion's productive facilities, man- 

wer, material resources, and 
financial structure, a - condition 
disastrous to the vital task for keep- 
ing inflation and. interest ‘rates 
tolerable. 

Hence, Babson’s. expects the 
economy to experience the second 
phase of its now year-long cyclical 
expansion in 1984... * 

OUR FORECAST is for economic 
activity to trend consistently up- 
ward throughout the year but, with 
pent-up consumer and business de- 

. mand. less ‘compelling, the further 
upswing in business will proceed on 
a.smoother basis, devoid of the out- 
sized bulge which had occurred in 
1983’s second quarter. 

Many hitherto laggard industries 
will join in, making for a sturdier, 
broader advance in 1984. 

Fundamentally, the steadier up- 
ward progression in business will be 
more tenable, albeit less spec- 
tacular due to the likelihood that the 
element of vilatility wil! be diminish- 


ed, 

LOOK FOR NEW sources of up- 
thrust. 

During 1983, home building, 
automobile production and con- 
sumer spending provided much of 
the upthrust for. the economy's. 
recovery. { 

Now that recovery is giving way to 
expansion, it appears that fresh 
sources of impetus will provide the 
leadership for business in 1984. 


Babson’s anticipates that new 
residential building will remain in a 
high range, though upward momen- 
tum from this sector waned in the 
later stages of 1983. 

After mortgage rates moved back 
upward, there was a definite level- 
ing off in home building. Thus, 1984 
is not likely to experience a fresh up- 
surge akin to 1983’s first half. 

SPURRED by active demand at 
the retail level, automobile produc- 
tion was stepped up as 1983 progress- 


ed. This provided good upthrust to 


the economy. 

We expect new car purchases to 
hold up well in 1984. Production 
rates in the year ahead will not show 
much added acceleration from rates 
which have prevailed this past fall. 

Except for a few soft spots early in 
the year, retail trade was an impor- 
tant fuel for the climb in business 
during 1983. This culminated in a 
very gratifying display of vibrance 
as the year drew to a close. 

HOWEVER, whereas new home 
building and auto production seem 
destined to be bolstering influences 
for the economy in 1984, consumer 
spending can continue to generate 
fresh upward impetus for business 
over the year ahead. 

Additional vitality will likely be 
contributed by , business capital 
spending, defense expenditures, and 
business. inventory accumulation, 
although all will be of only moderate 
upward intensity. 

The nation’s real gross national 
product (the value of goods.and ser- 
vices produced, in 1972 dollars) will 
trend consistently upward in 1984, 
although there may be some taper- 
ing off late in the year. 

The rate of quarterly increases 
will probably range around 5% per- 
cent, slighly below the estimated 6.2 
percent average for 1983 due to the 
more moderate advance. 

Nevertheless, the steady, sus- 
tainable uptrek will have a good deal 
of, substance and enable 1984's 
average quarterly reading of the 
real GNP to post a 5'% percent year- 
to-year increment versus the 
estimated 32 percent average gain 
estimated for 1983. 

INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION: 


. The Federal Reserve Index of In- 


dustrial Production is also expected 

to chalk up good gains in 1984 
For this indicator — 

measures physical volume 


which 
(not 


dollar value) of output of the na- 
tion’s factories, mines, and utilities 
— the further upward trek will be 
pretty consistent, as was the case in 
1983. 

Look for industrial production to 
average about 5 percent above the 
past year. This year-to-year in- 
crease will only approximate the 
estimated gain for 1983, but in some 
respects the achievement may turn 


. out to be more formidable. 


For example, production in 1983 
snapped back from the low poirit for 
the recession and, while an incresing 
number of industries did experience 
more vibrant operations as the year 
progressed, consumer-oriented lines 
and suppliers thereto led the re- 
bound. : 

‘We look for broader participation 
in 1984's advance as industries 
which normally lag the turns in 
economic cycles commence to 
benefit from the expansion phase. 

BUSINESS INVENTOR- 
IES—Doubts concerning the pro- 
bable vigor and durability of the 
business recovery were followed by 
surprise over the outburst of vitality 
in the second 1983 quarter. 1 

Consequently, businessmen were 
slow to shift their thinking on ipven- 
tory policy.and stockpiles were slow 
to shift their thinking on inventory 
policy and stockpiles were worked 
further downward through midyear 
before some rebuilding took place in 
the second half. 

We forecast that inventory ac- 
cumulation will be distinct and per- 
sistent in 1984. This development 
will figure prominently in the up- 
ward trends of both the gross na- 
tional product and industrial produc- 
tion. i 

The largely hand-to-mouth buying 
policies of 1983 will give way to in- 
creased emphasis on forward buy- 
ing. More comfortable inventory 
positions will be deemed necessary, 
since productive capacity utilization 
is approaching the theoretical level 
of maximum efficiency and there is 
no sign of abatement in demand. 

But, memories are still vivid of the 
recent period of inventory liquida- 
tion, and renewed accumulation will 
doubtless be approached gingerly. 

CAPITAL EXPENDI- 
TURES—Business investment in 
new: plant arid equipment did not 
play much of a role in.the recovery 
phase of economic activity in 1983. 

‘This was quite normal since there 
was.a good deal of idle productive 
capacity available. However, 
capacity utilization rates overall

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have risen past 80 percent, and'the 
point of theoretical maximum effi- 
ciency is no longer far distant. 

Thus, in recent months there have 
been increasing reports of planned 
boosts in capital outlay budgets. 
This trend should continue and 
become more pronounced in 1984. 

Lending credence to this is the fact 
that business has been able to 
strengthen its financial position. 
Also, in recent years unprofitable 
and only marginally profitable 
plants have been either closed or 
sold. . 

Business is now better positioned 
to step up capital outlays. Still, we 
look for such projects to be selective 
and geared primarily toward pro- 
ductivity enhancement rather than 
large-scale expansions of production 
capacity. 

Our forecast is for a 10 percent 
hike in 1984 business capital spen- 
ding over 1983, after two “down” 
years in such investments. 

CONSTRUCTION—A stellar per- 
former during portions of 1982 and 
1983, new housing starts will likely 
be a sustaining influence at best to 
economic activity in 1984. 

While demand for housing is still 
compeliing, the level of mortgage 
rates turned back upward in 1983. 

Although still well below the 
unhgarable high rates of the late 
1970s and early 1980s, and although 
the availability of mortgage credit is 
also better than it was then, the “‘af- 
fordability” factor is less of a plus 
for home buying than it was during 
much of the past two years. 

Hence, Babson’s forecast is for 
new private nonfarm housing starts 
to average around 1.7 rhillion in the 
year ahead,‘ approximating the 
achievement for 1983. 

EMPLOYMENT AND personal in- 
come—lIn the first half of 1983 there 
was ronly a minuscule downward 
shading in the unemployment rate. 
This was a point of vocal discontent 
among the jobless and the -Ad- 
ministration’s critics. 

‘The unemployment rate was, and 
still is, serious indeéd. But those who 
equated the painstakingly slow im- 

<provemnt with an emaciated 
economy blithely overlooked the 
healthy, unmistakable uptrend in 
nonfarm employment totals, month 
after month. 

Babson’s foresees ‘a continuation 
of the’ favorable employment 
climate. Nonfarm employment will 
move higher in 19846n the strength 
of a broader roster of industries 
sharing in the economy’s expansion. 

It will be difficult to duplicate the 
sparkling performance in which 
substantive and virtually uninter- 
rupted monthly employment gains 
were racked up in 1983. 

The encouraging, and surprisingly 
distinct, reduction in the jobless rate 
over the second half of 1983 a}so will 
be difficult. to repeat in 1984. 
However, some downward shading 
is likely, and the unemployment rate 
will average 7% percent. : 

HIGH LEVELS of employment 
and expected wage hikes “Should 
enable personal income to trend 
higher in 1984. 

Indeed, Babson’s expectation is 
that: the year-to-year gains in per- 
sonal income will average higher 
than the achievements of 1983. 

Moreover, with the final part of 
the three-stage federal income tax 
cut for indivuduals in effect for full 
1984 — versus only a half year in 1983 
— the advance in take-home pay will 
be evengmore substantive. 

Therg is some question as to the 
degree of betterment in real buying 
power, as inflation is currently ex- 
pected to be up at least moderately 
in 1984. Nevertheless, personal in- 
come should be a plus for consumer 
confidence. 

CONSUMER and government 
spending—Although spotty at times 
early in the year, retail trade was a 
vital force helping to lift the 
economy in 1983. 

The ‘superb Christmas selling 
season mirrored heightened con- 
sumer confidence. 

While some of the pent-up demand 
was satiated during the past year’s 
buying, the optimistic personal 
income-employment scenario we en- 
vision for 1984 will be more than 
equal to the task of boosting retail 
trade 10 percent over 1983. 


Another source of vitality for the 
economy in 1984/will be government 
expenditures. An important aspect 
will be outlay for defense, which will 
spur demand for manpower and raw 
materials. 

But there will be incresed expen- 
ditures for a wide range of basic ser- 
vices at the federal level also. - 

CORPORATE PROFITS and 
dividends—The strong business 
recovery produggd a snapback in 
corporte profil i 

Hoever, its of cost-cutting 
and productivity-enhancement pro- 
grams initiated during the recession 
heightened profitability, enabling 
the past year. to rack up an 
estimated i5 percent gain in cor- 
porate profits after taxes.

THE FARM SECTOR is still deep- 
ly beset by problems. However, a 
ray of light did appear in some sec- 
tors in 1983. 

With some easing inthe ultra- 
strong U.S. dollar likely in 1984, 
slightly. better farm' exports could 
develop. 

‘This could nudge overall farm 


prices somewhat higher and make. 


for further moderate recovery in 
farm incomes. But many farmers 
are still in deep financial trouble, 
and farm surpluses remain burden- 
some despite 1983’s disastrous crop 
outturn. 

INFLATION AND PRI- 
CES—Despite the strong business 
recovery, inflation remained very 
tolerable and of the “creeping” 
variety in 1983. 

There were ‘only upward shadings 
early on, but the trend bent more 
noticeably upward later in the year. 
However, brisker demand ranging 
from raw materials to finished 
goods is bound to spawn a wider ar- 
ray of price markups and boosts in, 
costs over the coming year. 

Babson’s predicts that monthly 
advances in the Consumer Price In- 
dex will average around 5% percent 
in 1984, less commendable than in 
1983, but of only moderate intensity. 

Still generally adequate supplies 
of materials and productive capaci- 
ty will prevent runaway industrial 

rices in 1984, but quotes will be 
igher. 

Although key fatm carryovers are 
still burdensome, the effects of the 
drought last summer presage hikes 
of varying degree in agricultural 
and food prices (particularly 
livestock and meat). 

INTEREST RATES—money and 
credit—Early 1984 months, and 
perhaps to midyear, could see some 
slippage in short-term intérest rates 
of around 1 percent-2 percent, but 
look for a flip back thereafter. 

Overall, not much change in either 
short- or long-term rates.

“New laws going into effect Jan. 1 
will result in safer Illinois highways 
and make licensing and registration 
more efficient and convenient for Il- 
linois drivers and vehicle owners. 

“The new four-year drivers 


- licenses which we will begin issuing 


Jan. 1 will save Illinois motorists’ 
time and money,” Secretary of State 
Jim Edgar said this week. 

“Extending the life of drivers 
licenses from three to four years will 
enable my office to issue licenses 
more efficiently without jeopardiz- 
ing this state's excellent traffic safe- 
ty record.” 

The new four-year licenses will be 
phased in through 1987. The fee for 
the four-year license will increase 
from $8 to $10. 

Senior citizens are to pay a $5 fee 
and the cost of duplicate or cor- 
rected licenses is to be $5. 

All new drivers and drivers age 69 
and older will receive new four-year 
licenses in 1984. Four-year drivers 
licenses for drivers under age 69 will 
be phased in over a three-year 
period 

Beginning Jan. 1, drivers age 69 
and older having no accidents‘ or 
traffic violations on their records at 
the time of renewal will be exempt 
from having to take the written 
drivers license examination. 

“This policy, which was adopted 
for drivers under age 69 a year and a 
half ago, has proven extremely suc- 
cessful,” Edgar said. “Rewarding 
safe drivers is as important as 
punishing the unsafe ones."” 

Legislation was passed which 
abolishes the issuance of charitable 
vehicle (CV) plates to passenger 
cars and motorcycles. 

The 'V"" plates will continue to 
be issued to vans, trucks, trailers 
and buses, other than school buses, 
owned by charitable or religious 
organizations. 

“We have received numerous 
complaints from vehicles owners 
about larger, luxury-type vehicles 
displaying ‘CV’ plates. These plates 
cost much less than the fee everyone 
else has to pay,” Edgar said 

Edgar said records in his office tn- 
dicate there were 527 Cadillacs, 147 
Lincolns, 18 Mercedes-Benz and one 
Rolls Royce displaying “CV” plates 
in 1983. 

“Among the most important 
legislation passed by the General 
Assembly this year are five bills 
refining the state's two-year old 
drunk driving law,!’ Edgar added. 


“These bills give us additional: 


tools to use in identifying repeat of- 
fenders, and include tougher 
penalties for repeat drunk drivers 
and those who are convicted for DUI 
(driving under the influence) and 
subsequently drive on a revoked 
license."” 


The DUI bills that go into effect 


Jan. 1 do the following: 

—Require the secretary of state’s 
office to be notified of cases given 
court supervision following DUI and 
other serious traffic offenses. Hav- 
ing all supervision cases reported 
allows repeat offenders to be iden- 
tified and progressive penalties to be 
applied. - 

Require. mandatory imprison- 
ment for a minimum of 48 hours or

10 days of public service for second 
or subsequent DUI convictions 
within a five-year period. 

—Clarify the law on illegal 
transportation of alcohol beverages 
by establishing specific offenses 
covering the driver and passengers 
of a vehicle carrying open alcohol 

—Require mandatory imprison- 
ment for a minimum of seven con- 
secutive days or 30 days of public 
service for driving on a revoked or 
suspended license due to DUI, 
reckless homicide or leaving the 
scene of a personal injury or fatal 
accident. 

—Limit the granting of court 
supervision for DUI to once every 
five years and prohibit the removal 
of DUI supervision from court 
records for five years. . 

Beginning in 1984, the secretary of 
state's office will issue seven-letter 
personalized license plates. 

A special lottery will be held in 
January to determine the recipients 
of new seven-letter plates for which 
there are more than one request. 

To be eligible for the lottery, writ- 
ten requests for seven-letter plates 
must be postmarked no later than 
Dec. 31, 1983. Following the lottery, 
all seven-letter plate requests will be 
handled on a first-come, first-served 
basis. 

Additional legislation passed in 
the 1983 session increases the one- 
time fee ‘for personalized plates 
from $50 to $75. The annual $10 fee 
was not increased 

Several bills increasing services 
to handicapped drivers and 
passengers go into effect in 1984. 

‘One bill expands the definitionof a 
handicapped.person ,eligible to use 
designated parking places to include 
those with cardiae and respiratory 
conditions and family members who 
frequently transport blind persons. 

The bill also authorizes the is- 
suance of handicapped decals to be 
displayed on vehicles used to 
transport handicapped persons in 
place of license plates. 

“This legislation is important 

because it will improve the mobility 
of a large number of our citizens who 
are not covered under the present 
laws,” Edgar said. 
* “The new definitions and the 
decals will make travel easier for 
handicapped persons who drive and 
for those who rely on family and 
friends for transportation.””

The Real Estate License Act of 
1983, scheduled to go into efféct Jan. 
1, does not require auctioneers to ob- 
tain. a real estate broker’s or 
salesman’s license before’ selling 
real property at public auction, n- 
linois Department of Registation 
and. Education Director: Gary L. 
Clayton said this week. 

Auctioneers had expressed con- 
cern that Senate Bill 738, enacted 
this year as Public Act 83-191, would 
require them .to become licensed in 
order to.sell property at auction. 

“Neither the old Real Estate 
Brokers and Salesmen License Act 
nor the new act which will supersede 
it next month directly addresses the 
issue of auctioneers selling real 
estate. 

“However, it is the opinion of the 
department that the definitions of 
broker and salesman are substan- 
tially the same in hoth acts, so that 
licensure requirements in the new 
act were not intended to extend to 
auctioneers,” Clayton explained.

There are three primary reasongwhy a cou- 
ple.may decide to pursue a legal separation 
rather than a divorce. In some cases, the par-. 
ties do not want to obtain a divorce for 

ious reasons. In other instances, one 
Spouse may be‘ln a situation where he or she 
needs to'be carried on the other's insurance. 
Normally.when a couple obtains a divorce, the 
spouse carried as a dependent on health in- 
“surance will have to be:dropped from the ex- 
spouse's insurance. This is not the case with a 
lega! separation. Finally, the parties may want 
to obtain a legal. separation rather than a

divorce because they may want to give the 
marriage a cance to work before pursuing a 
dissolution. 

Some may ask why one should-pursue a 
legal ‘separation when the parties could in- 
formally separate without the necessity of a 
formal court order. It should be remembered, 
however, that until there is a court. order 
entered, the husband has no obligation to pay 
child support or maintenance. In addition, the 
husband and wife may also want the court to 
spell out who gets custody and how much 
visitation the non-custodial parent will receive 
Finally, a formal court order pursuant tg a legal 
separation can also prohibit the husband or 
wife from ‘selling or otherwise disposing of 
marital property during the period of time the 
parties are separated. 

In one recent case, the husband filed for 
divorce after ten years of marriage. The wife 
counter-filed for a legal separation. Testimony 
at the hearing revealed that the wife was 
covered on the husband's health insurance 
policy through work, and that she would be 
unable to obtain her’ own coverage in the 
event of divorce because of a preexisting il- 
Iness. In this case, the judge granted a legal 
separation rather than a dissolution.

CAPITAL PROJECTS— 

Several capital projects approved 
during the year are in various plann- 
ing stages.

$5,182,200 for construction of a per- 
manent dental education facility for 
thé Schooliof Dental Medicine at 
‘Alton’ and’ $348,800 for replacement 
of thie ‘toofing systems on portions of 
various buildings on the SIUE cam- 
pus: ra 

Gov.’ Thompson also released 
$86\000 ‘for remodeling to provide a 
storage area for vilatile chemicals 
in ‘the Science Building on the Ed- 
wardsville campus and for modify- 
ing the heating, ventilation and air 
conditioning systems at the Alton 
Center. 3 

Tip addition, he’ ‘released $874,900 
for purchase’ Of equipment and site 
development for the Multipurpose 
Building, which has been named the 
Vadalabene Center. 

The university is continuing to 
develop a plan which would renovate 
158 apartments at the Tower Lake 
housing complex by .replacing the 
kitehen and dining area in each 


Plan workbook, 
guide for park 
at New Salem 


Féderal grants totaling $38,668 
have been: awatded by the Institute 
of Museum Services to three Illinois 
Department of Conservation sites. 

New Salem State Park, near 
Petersburg in Menard County, was 
selected for a $16,000 special project 
support grant to develop a New 
Salem guide and workbook. 

Lincoln Log Cabin State Historic 
Site, south of Charleston in Coles 
County, and Volo Bog State Natural 
Area, near Volo, Lake County, were 
approved for general operating sup- 
port grants of $13,983 and $8,685, 
respectively. 

‘The Institute;of Museum Services, 
created by Congress in 1976, is an in- 
dependent agency within the Na- 
tional Foundation for the Arts and 
Humanities. 

It assists the nation’s 5,500 
museums, zoos, planetariums, 
aquariums, botanical gardens, 
historic houses and science- 
technology centers in their roles as 
educators and conservators of the 
nation’s cultural, historical and 
scientific heritage. 

IMS annually distributes its funds 
to applicants on a competitive basis. 
Only 335 of 1,126 institutions apply 
‘for aid ‘this year were successful, 
and ‘New Salem was one of only I7 
sites nationwide to receive special 
(project support. It was President 
Abraham Lincoln’s ‘*home town” 
for much of his life. 

Approximately 60 pages, the New 
Salem publication will be another of 
several interpretation methods 
utilized at the park. It will fulfill the 
site’s desire for a comprehensive 
writtéf guidebook, supplying 

_ cultural and historical information 
to the public and providing guidance 
for educational groups, according to 
Site Superintendent David Hedrick. 

It also will serve as a model for 
other museums, Hedrick said. When 
completed, the guide and workbook

BUDGET AND SALARY 
matters— < 

As a result of the General 
Assembly's compromise tax 
package, Gov. Thompson approved 
$47,819,100 in operating funds for 
SIUE for the current fiscal year. 

‘These funds include a 4% percent 
salary increase and 3 percent for 
general price increases in opera- 
tional costs. 

Funding for utilities, plant opera- 
tions; and maintenance increases 
represents about 80 percent of the 
unviersity’s estimate of expenses. 
The budget also includes $484,800 for 
program improvement and expan- 
sion, including $235,000 for.computer 
science and communications equip- 
ment, $125,000 for the engineering 
program, and $125,000 for economic 
development programs. 

The university is still faced with 
the need to reduce or reallocate 
more than $2’million in existing pro- 
grams and operations. 

25TH ANNIVERSARY 
celebration— 

‘The conclusion of the 25th anniver- 
sary celebration, which included 
more than 125 events, programs and 
activities, will be scheduled in the 
spring of 1984 with formal dedication 
,of the Vadalabene Center. 

The ceremonies will honor the 
university’s founders, with a special 
tribute to faculty and staff members 
who were with the university at the 
beginning in 1957. ‘ 

ACCREDITATION— 

President Ear] Lazerson announc- 
ed at the January board meeting 
that the National League of Nursing 
has granted accreditation to the 
School of Nursing’s baccalaureate 
and graduate programs for a period 
of eight years. 

ENROLLMENT— 

For the fourth consecutive’ year, 
the university recorded an increase 
in on-campus enrollment, register- 
ing 10,360 students as compared to 
last year’s enrollment of 10,258. 

The figures. did not include. 
Educard enrollment, which was at 
an all-time high of 176. Educard 
allows members of the community 
to attend selected classes on an 
available basis for a minimal fee. 

‘The univrsity also experienced an 
increase in the number of new 
students. Overall, there were 2,587 
new freshmen, new transfer 
students and new graduates enrolled 
in classes. 

ACADEMIC PROGRAMS— 

Week End University, a program 
providing regular academic\classes 
on Saturdays and Sundays, began its 
operation for the first time during 
the fall quarter. The weekend classs 
were well received, resulting in the 
University increasing the schedule 
to more than 70 courses for the 
winter quarter. 

The Wlinois Board of Higher 
Education approved a new 
specialization in the graduate 
degree program at SIUE, the 
master of science in nursing, with a 
specialization ip community health 
nursing. 

Eighteen nurses who were enroll- 
ed in the nursing degree completion 
program offered by SIUE in the 


southern portion of the state com-. 


pleted the requirements for the 
bachelor of science in ‘nursing 
degree during the summer. 

Ajso, the School of Nursing receiv- 
ed $225,000 in grants this year, and 
one of the grants will extend for 
three years for a total of over 
$500,000. * 

The university made a commit- 
ment to give new emphasis to its 
summer program, designating 'the 
summer term as ‘‘Summer Univer- 
sity” and naming Paul Gaston, pro- 
fessor of English language and 
literature, the acting director. 

He said plans for Summer Univer- 
sity include development of a varie- 
ty of new offerings, a better coor- 
dinated schedule, and faculty com- 
petitions for fourth-quarter public 
service activities and research 
fellowships. 

Aiso planned is distribution of a 
special Summer Announcements for 
the benefit of potential students who 
are unfamiliar with SIUE. 

COMMENCEMENT— 


The University conferred more 
than 2,150 undergraduate, graduate, 
specialist, and doctoral degrees at 
commencement exercises June 10. 

Katherine Dunham, professor 
emerita at SIUE and a renowned 
performer and choreographer, was 
given the honorary degree of doctor 
of fine arts. 

Peter Raven, director of the 
Missouri Botanical Garden in St 
Louis, received the honorary degree 
of doctor of science. 

Distinguished service awards 
were given to: Robert Hylan of St. 
Louis, xegional vice president of 
CBS and ¥eneral manager of KMOX 
Radio; Carolyn W. Losos of St 
Louis, director of the Leadership St 
Louis program; Carl E. Mathias of 
Granite City, service area manager 
for Illinois Power Co.; and Wilbur R 
L. Trimpe, then president of Lewis 
and Clark Community College 

SPECIAL EVENTS— 

The 1983 convocation of the Lin- 
coln Academy was held at the local 
university.in April, attended by Gov:

Among the citizens honored at the 
event were: Mike Royko, Pulitzer 
Prize-winning columnist for the 
Chicago Sun-Times, Bobby Short of 
Danville, Ralph Newman of Chicago 
and Thomas Mulroy of Winnetka. 

Two Elderhostel sessions were 
held at the university during th sum- 
mer. Senior citizens attending the 
August session were featured on 
CBS Early Morning News. 

PUBLIC SERVICE— 

During the year, more than 40,000 
people attended a multitude of in- 
dustrial and civic meetings, in- 


‘cluding breakfasts, luncheons, din- 


ners, convocations, seminars, Con- 
ferences, workshops and other 
gatherings. - 

The Southwestern Illinois Leader- 
ship Council, incorporated with 
representation from business, labor, 
government and education, has the 
potential of being the key to the 
economic ‘revitalization of the 
region, according to Lt. Gov. George 
H. Ryan, who addressed a meeting 
of the Counci+in July on the SIUE 
campus. 

Pres. Lazerson is chairman of the

RESEARCH AND PROJECTS— 

In July, the Office of Graduate 
Studies ‘and Research announced

At the end of the fiscal year, 53 
proposals valued at $5,272,324 were 
pending at various federal, state and 
local: agencies and private firms.

Maps are of little value to the blind 
unless there is a sighted person 
around to read the directions. That 
will soon change if a cartographer at 
Southerg Illinois University at Ed- 
warsville has his way. 

Noble Thompson, associate pro- 
fessor of earth sciences, geography 
and planning, has devised a number 
of ways to place map information at 
the fingertips of the unsighted and 
visually impaired. 

THOMPSON’S INTEREST in 
making tactile or ‘touch’? maps 
began after he saw-the trouble a 
blind man was having getting 
around the university campus. 
“Disoriented, he didn’t know which 
side of the Peck Classroom Building 
he was on,” Thompson said. The in- 
cident concerned the cartographer, 
particularly when he realized there 
was no map of the campus for the 
blind. - 

‘The SIUF instructor's interest ac- 
celerated when Ginny Fischer, a 
blind student at the university, sign- 
ed up for his weather class. Thomp- 
son teaches a course on how the dif- 
ferent climates of the world relate to 
gne another. 

, When Miss Fischer first approach- 

dd Thompson about taking the class, 
Thompson was not at all sure it 
*would work because he uses a large 
amount of visuals in teaching the 
course. ‘I thought that would pre- 
sent a problem to her,” he said. ““My 
major concern was that I would not 
be able to communicate the subject 
to Ginnie because my course is so 
oriented to visuals."’ 

MISS FISCHER assured the 
teacher that the problems would not 
be insurmountable. She would tape 
the lectures and transcribe them in- 
to braile. ; 

She was aS good ’as her word. At 
fhe end of the quarter, the blind stu- 
dent presented her instructor witha 
very uniane gift — a booklet contain-

ing copies of all his lectures. * 

Requirements for the course -in- 
cluded being able to identify various 
climates of the world, a difficult task 
for the visually impaired. Using a 
variety of textures and materials, 
Thompson created a.tactile map for 
his student 

TO OUTLINE the earth's con- 
tinents and identify its latitudes, he 
used a finishing, nail, poking holes 
through the posterboard to simulate 
the raised dots of braille. Burlap, 
twine, cloth, cotton, sandpaper and 
metal screen were some of the 
materials used to. identify the dif- 
ferent climates of the world 

“Remember, it’s not what it looks 
like, it’s what it feels like," Thomp- 
son said. Color was no consideration. 
“Colors. mean nothing. ‘Textures 
become colors to blind people,” he 
said. 

The fingers become the eyes for 
the blind, the professor said, adding 
that what they perceive through the 
fingertips. is translated into mental 
images. . 

SO THAT HE can better serve the 
needs of the blind, Noble Thompson 
has learned to “‘sight’’ read and 
write braille. “I am what is known 
as a scrubber. I read one letter ata 
time,’ he said. * 

Thompson feels that his star pupil 
is very instrumenal in helping him in 
his research. ‘‘She has more or less 
worked the bugs out of teaching this 
particular course to visually im- 
paired students,” Thompson said 

“By the time we got to the end of 
the quarter, she was on the same 
plane as the other students," he 
said. After a short hesitation, he ad- 
ded, “Actually, she was ahead of 
them — she had made the highst 
grade in the class.”’ 

THOMPSON HAS BEEN doing 
research in the area of tactile maps 
for the blind for several years. As a 
result, he was invited to give a paper 
at the first International Symposium

BE IT ORDAINED BY

SECTION 1: 
LICENSES. Every owner 
or operator of a motor

Caterpillar has announced that it 
will shift production of its ‘‘11-inch” 
transmission to France in January, 
at a cost of 160 Illinois jobs:,An addi- 
tional 400 jobs will be lost next year 
when Caterpiliar transfers produc- 
tion of its Ilinois-made D-4, D-5, and 
D-6 tractors to Japan and Brazil. 

“We're not saying that interna- 
tional corporations like Zenith and 
Caterpillar should be barred’ from 
setting up shop overseas,” Simon 
said. ‘‘But we sure shouldn’t have to 
provide them with millions of dollars 
in tax incentives to do so.”” 

Simon said the tax code currently 
allows the foreign affiliates of U.S. 
corporations to escape taxation on 
their foreign earings as long as the 
profits are reinvested abroad. He 
said this encourages investments 
overseas at the expense of U.S. in- 
vestments. 

A separate provision, passes -in 
1981, grants.a special tax advantage 
to corporations that erfgage in 
taxpayer-subsidized research in the 
United States and then use the fruits 
of that research to help their foreign 
businesses. 

“A fair and productive tax system 
should not reward companies for 
closing plants here at home, firing 
American workers and shifting jobs 
and capital overseas. It’s time to 
outlaw these outrageous tax sub- 
sidies,"’ Simon said 

Simon said he is supporting 
legislation prepared by the 
Democratic Study Group that 
repeals tax breaks for foreign in- 
vestments. The legislation, which 
will be offered when Congress 
reconvenes in January, will save 
taxpayers billions of dollars. 

‘Simon said he expects the Reagan 
administration will oppose the 
legislation. The Reagan ‘Treasury 
Department has announced that it 
supports continuing the tax break 
for compa using American- 
financed nology and im- 
povem; jpport foreign 
manufacturing operations.

If other.states reject the changes 
and Illinois |s in danger of being ex- 
cluded from .the Midwest Compact, 
‘Thompson said, he will seek legisla- 
tion removing the amendments.

“¢idents or mismanagement at any 
site within the Compact region, 
mandatory rotation of disposal sites, 
and the banning of land disposal of 
wastes containing any liquid. 

Im addition, the General Assembly 
approved public record centers and 
‘mandatory legislative approval in 

- every state of the Compact Commis- 
‘sion’s management plan. 
~ Other states that have joined the 
‘Midwest Compact so far are 
Michigan, Indiana, lowa and Min- 
hesota 
“ “Missouri and Ohio are close to ap-

are in the edrly stages of discussing

House Bil 2106 takes effect im- 

mediately. 


In related legislative action, there 
is now a comprehensive policy for 
regulating and, managing radioac- 
tive waste in IIl|nois. The plan gives 
the Department of Nuclear Safety 
certain federal responsibilities 
previously hardled by ‘the US 
Nuclear Regulatory Commission. 

The department must register all 
generators of nuclear wastes in ll- 
linois and impose a fee of $1 per 
cubic foot gf waste. Extensive 
regulations regarding the siting and 
operations of radioactive waste 
disposal facilities are to be adopted 
by the department » 

Other parts of HB 2234 require per- 
mits to be issued by the Department 
for Transportation of radioactive 
waste, Senate approval of an Illinois 
Midwest Compact commissioner, 
and formation of a five-member 
panel that would discuss removing 
Illinois from the compact if Illinois 
were to become a regional disposal 
site.
